for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1942 


GENERAL  REVIEW. 

Doctors  Lee,  Roberts,  McCarthy  and  Pilkington^ 
remained  absent  on  military  service  and  owing  to 
depleted  staff,  no  new  enterprises  of  any  magnitude 
were  undertaken  during  the  year  under  review. 

An  extra  staff  nurse,  an  Arab  girl  from  Zanzibar,  who 
qualified  in  Cairo,  was  engaged  and  helped  to  relieve 
the  situation  caused  by  the  shortage  of  nursing  sisters. 
The  death  of  one  sister,  which  occurred  shortly  after 
her  arrival  in  the  Protectorate,  is  recorded  with  regr.t. 

Measures  to  prevent  the  entry  of  yellow  fever  were  ; 
continued  and  included  the  destruction  of  mosquito 
larvae  in  a  two  mile  belt  round  Zanzibar  and  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  aerodrome.  Three  thousand  and  ; 
seventeen  persons  employed  at  or  living  near  the 
aerodrome  and  port  were  vaccinated.  The  quarters 
occupied  by  the  aerodrome  staff  have  been  made 
mosquito  proof. 

The  Third  Interim  Report  of  the  Inter-departmental 
Committee  on  Yellow  Fever  Control  was  implemented 
in  so  far  as  it  applies  to  Zanzibar.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  to  deal  with  aeroplanes  which  arrive  in  the 
Protectorate  direct  from  an  endemic  area.  This  is,  at 
present,  unlikel}^  since  all  aeroplanes  which  arrive  in 
Zanzibar  have  normally  called  at  an  aerodrome  either 
in  Kenya  or  in  Tanganyika.  The  possibility  of  either 
Kenya  or  Tanganyika  becoming  an  endemic  area  is, 
nevertheless,  being  borne  in  mind.  Legislation  has 
been  enacted  to  detain  persons,  who  have  not  been 
vaccinated  wRhin  the  specified  period,  arriving  by 
a?  roplane  from  certain  areas. 

Training  of  Grade  II  Midwives  mentioned  in  the 
Appendix  to  the  Annual  Report  for  1941  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  but  has  not  been  completely  satisfactory  owing 
to  the  small  number  of  cases  available  for  training 
purposes  in  Pemba  and,  in  Zanzibar,  to  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  the  appointments  of  three  learner  midwifes 
who  were  due  for  examination  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  pay  of  hospital  attendants  and  nurses  has  been  i 
raised  to  the  same  scale  as  that  for  rural  dispensary 
attendants  and  the  two  services  have  now  become  one.  \ 
It  is  hoped  that  the  new  salaries  will  attract  more 
intelligent  and  better  educated  candidates  for  employ¬ 
ment  than  have  presented  themselves  in  the  past  and 
that  the  better  education  now  available  for  girls  will 
assist  in  providing  better  probationer  nurses. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  army  establishment 
during  the  year  and  an  army  medical  officer  was  posted 
to  Zanzibar.  Army  patients  who  require  hospital 
treatment  are  attended  to  in  the  civil  hospital 

A  bulk  indent  for  drugs  for  both  government  and 
privat '  use  was  sent  to  England  in  the  latter  half  of 
the  year.  Special  measures,  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  the  Colonial  Office,  have  been  taken 
to  build  up  a  stock  of  quinine. 

An  improved  diet  scale  for  African  patients,  which 
provides  increased  calorie  and  vitamin  values,  was  in¬ 
troduced  during  the  year.  More  potatoes,  green 
vegetables,  milk,  red  palm  oil  and  sim  sim  oil  have  now 


been  included  in  the  diet  and  the  calorie  value  has  be( 
increased  from  1,789  to  2,658  and  there  has  been 
corresponding  increase  in  the  vitamin  content, 
reference  to  the  diet  in  the  leper  settlement  at  Mako 
deni  is  made  later  in  this  report. 

Diet  scales  were  also  drawn  up  for  the  laboure 
employed  by  the  Clove  Growers  Association. 

A  new  ambulance  to  accommodate  four  stretch 
cases  and  two  trailer  ambulances  for  use  in  the  narre 
streets  of  Zanzibar  were  obtained  from  the  Pub! 
Works  Department. 

The  Assistant  Medical  Adviser  to  the  Secretary 
Statj  visited  Zanzibar  during  the  year. 

A  new  first  class  ward,  extensions  to  the  second  cla 
wards  and  a  public  health  office  and  stores  were  bu 
at  Wete. 

Latrines  for  males  and  for  females  have  been  bu: 
at  Chake  Chake  and  are  connected  with  the  water  bon 
sewerage  system.  The  old  dental  quarters  have  be( 
converted  to  a  public  health  office.

Affections  of  the  nervous  system  and  organs 
sense. — There  were  4,664  cases  in  this  grou 
Diseases  of  the  eye  numbered  2,231  of  which  200  we 
cases  of  trachoma. 

Affections  of  the  circulatory  system. — There  we 
634  cases.  Seventy-two  cases  of  heart  disease  wi 
9  deaths  were  treated  in  hospital. 

Affections  of  the  respiratory  system.  —  Sevi 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-six  cases  we 
reported.  There  were  267  cases  of  pneumonia  of  whi< 
229  with  36  deaths  were  treated  in  hospital. 

Diseases  of  the  digestive  system.. — There  we 
19,752  cases  in  this  group. 

Diseases  of  the  genito -urinary  system.  —  O: 
thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty  cases  of  no 
venereal  disease  of  the  genito-urinary  tract  we 
recorded.

MEDICAL  AND  SANITARY  REPORT  1942 


COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES. 

(a)  Insect-Borne. 

Malaria,. — There  were  7,529  cases  reported  and  439 
with  nine  deaths  were  treated  in  hospital.  Although 
the  total  number  of  cases  imported  is  less  than  the  1941 
figure  of  8,532,  the  number  of  hospital  cases  is  con¬ 
siderably  larger  than  that  for  1941  which  was  280. 
The  number  of  blood  films  which  were  found  to  con¬ 
tain  malarial  parasites  Is  referred  to  in  the  report  on 
the  laboratory. 

Blaclnvater  fever. — Ten  cases  with  two  deaths  were 
treated  by  Government  M:.dical  Officers. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

Small-pox. — No  cases  occurred  among  the  local 
population.  Two  cases  from  a  steamer  and  s.ven 
from  two  dhows  were  treated  in  the  hospital  for  in¬ 
fectious  diseases. 

The  following  vaccinations  were  performed  in 
addition  to  the  vaccination  of  immigrants  mentioned 
later  in  the  section  dealing  with  port  health  adminis¬ 
tration  : —

Tuberculosis. — The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
reported  was  180.  Of  these  135  were  treated  in 
hospital  and  there  M^ere  46  deaths. 

Syphilis  and  yaws. — There  were  667  cases  of  syphilis 
and  4,133  cases  of  yaws. 

Gonorrhoea. — The  number  of  cases  treated  was 
1,204 

Leprosy. — ^Twenty-nine  cases  are  reported.  The 
disease  is  treated  in  the  leper  settlements  at  Walezo 
in  Zanzibar  and  Makondeni  in  Pemba,  the  former  is 
under  the  management  of  the  Catholic  Mission  and  the 
latter  is  a  Government  Institution.  The  two  institu¬ 
tions  dealt  with  the  following  lepers ; —

The  revision  of  diet,  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report, 
has  been  followed  by  an  improvement  in  the  condition 
of  the  lepers  in  the  settlement  at  Makondeni.  The 
District  Medical  Officer,  Pemba,  writes:  “As  you  will 
see,  in  the  maiority  of  cases,  the  weights  of  the  leper 

patients  have  increased . it  appears  that 

the  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  improved  also. 
This  shows  in  a  decline  of  ulcers  arid  a  falling  off  of 
daily  attendances  with  the  dresser  and  weekly  attend¬ 
ances  with  the  sister  or  doctor’’^ 

During  the  past  year  five  new  houses  were  built  and 
a  sixth  house  is  now  almost  complete.  Eight  more 
houses  are  required  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  re-building 
of  the  settlement  will  be  finished  by  1944. 

(c)  Helminthic  Diseases. 

Ancylostoyniasis. — Of  8,422  cases  recorded  5,029 
were  reported  from  dispensaries.  The  campaign 
against  this  disease  has  proceeded  ^nd  27  <  concrete 
latrine  stances  were  issued  to  persons  who  had  con¬ 
structed  latrines  of  the  approved  type. 

Schistosomiasis. — Five  hundred  and  four  cases  were 
reported.  The  swamp  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report 
was  drained  but  was  later  partially  flooded. 

There  were  50  cases  of  oth.r  helminthic  infections. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Estimated  population. — The  estimated  population  is 
approximately  250,000. 

Births  and  deaths. — Two  thousand  one  hundred  and 
forty  births  and  2,269  deaths  were  registered  in  Zan¬ 
zibar  and  1,833  births  and  1,358  deaths  in  Pemba. 

Infantile  mortality. — Three  hundred  and  fifty-eight 
deaths  were  registered  in  this  group... 

Still-birth  rote. — The  number  registered  was  69. 

Maternal  mortality. — The  registered  maternal  mor¬ 
tality  was  41. 

All  the  above  figures  are  incomplete  and  therefore  of 
*  little  value  for  statistical  purposes. 

HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION. 

Night  soil  disposal. — Night  soil  is  disposed  of  in 
septic  tanks  or  in  pit  latrines;  earth  closets  still  exist 
in  one  or  two  areas.  Sixteen  septic  tanks  were  built 
during  the  year  in  Zanzibar  and  reference  has  already 
been  made  to  the  provision  of  water  closets  in  Pemba 
A  public  latrine  has  been  completed  at  Miembeni. 

Scavenging  and  refuse  disposal.- — In  Zanzibar  town 
and  at  Wete,  Chake  Chake  and  Mkoani,  in  Pemba, 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  In  Zan¬ 
zibar  inoffensive  matter  is  collected  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Agricultural  Department  and  is  made 
into  compost ;  in  addition,  over  3,000  cart  loads  of  offal 
and  other  refuse  from  the  markets  were  disposed  of  in 
the  refuse  destructor. 

Drainage. — Owing  to  the  shortage  of  drainage 
material  only  minor  works  were  undertaken  in  Zan¬ 
zibar  town. 

Water  supplies. — Eoutine  tests  showed  that  a  high 
degree  of  purity  was  maintained  in  the  Zanzibar  water 
supply  throughout  the  year.  Three  public  bathing 
places  were  built  during  the  year. 

Offensive  trades. — Nuisances  which  arose  in  con¬ 
nexion  with  offensive  trades  were  dealt  with  satis¬ 
factorily.  The  septic  tank  referred  to  in  last  year’s 
report  has  been  completed. 

Clearing  of  bush  and  undergrowth. — This  was 
carried  out  by  prison  labour.  Private  owners  of  land 
were  required  to  clear  their  property  within  the  town 
boundaries. 

Housing  and  town  planning  Zanzibar. — Plans  for 
eight  new  buildings  and  for  63  major  alterations  were 
submitted  during  the  year.  Minor  alterations,  for 
which  plans  were  not  submitted,  were  approved  in  389 
cases  In  the  native  town  there  were  233  applications 
to  erect  new  huts  and  2,020  either  to  re-build  or  to 
repair  old  huts.  Progress  has  been  made  with  a 
housing  scheme  for  natives  at  Miembeni. 

Anti-malarial  measures. — 

Zanzibar. 

The  permanent  drains  were  maintained  and  earth 
drains  were  constructed  and  graded..  The  river  Mto 
Mpepo  was  kept  clear  during  wet  weather  and  re¬ 
graded  in  the  dry  season.  Experiments  made  with 
fascine  drainage  were  encouraging.  Pools  and  other 
areas  where  mosquitoes  were  found  to  breed  were 
treated  with  anti-malarial  oil  or  with  Paris  green. 
The  poisoning  of  land  crabs  near  the  house  occupied 
by  the  Chief  Secretary  was  continued. 

Pemba. 

('ourt  swamp. — This  swamp  is  being  cultivated  by 
the  Agricultural  and  Prison  Departments.  No  mos¬ 
quitoes  have  been  observed  to  breed  in  the  crab  holes, 
which  are  filled  and  oiled. 
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Hospital  swamp. — This  swamp  is  now  dry  and  no 
mosquito  breeding  is  found. 

Seleni  swamp. — The  mangrove  trees  over  a  large 
area  on  the  western  side  of  this  swamp  have  been  cut 
down. 

Slaughter  house  swamp.- — Almost  half  the  swamp 
is  now  covered  with  yellow  Cassia  and  the  remainder 
with  oil  palm  trees. 

Water  works  swamp. — Nearly  one-third  has  been 
filled  in  and  yellow  Cassia  plants  which  have  been 
planted  are  growing  well.  The  construction  of  145  feet 
of  cement  drain  has  completed  the  drainage  of  this 
area. 

Tibirizi  swamp. — An  area  of  4,262  square  yards  was 
filhd  in  making  with  the  area  completed  in  1941  a 
total  of  7,942  square  yards  of  reclaimed  swamp. 
Casuarina  trees  have  been  planted  and  are  growing 
satisfactorily. 

Wireless  Hill  swamp. — Four  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
of  contour  drain  was  i-e-laid  and  350  feet  of  main  drain 
constructed. 

Miembeni. — Nine  hundred  and  sixty-six  square  yards 
of  low  lying  area  have  been  filled  in  and  levelled. 

Mkoani. — Part  of  the  drainage  in  the  southern 
swamp  was  re-laid  with  stone  drains. 

Rural  sanitation. — Sanitary  Inspectors  continue  to  \ 
visit  Makunduchi,  Kizimkazi  and  other  rural  areas.  ' 
It  is  said  that  the  village  boards  referred  to  in  last 
year’s  report  are  taking  an  interest  in  local  hygiene. 

Anti-yellow  fever  measures. — The  belt  in  which 
mosquito  control  is  exercised  now  extends  for  about 
two  miles  round  Zanzibar  and  for  about  half  a  mile 
round  the  aerodrome.

(i)  Dhows. 

All  dhows  are  boarded  on  arrival  and  a  search  for 
mosquito  breeding  made.  Dhows  in  port  are  inspected 
weekly. 

One  thousand  and  thirty-four  foreign  dhows  were 
inspected,  and  632  water  drums  and  tanks  were  found 
unprotected.  Aedes  larvae  were  found  in  23  cases. 

One  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-one  local 
dhows,  lighters,  boats,  etc.,  were  inspected,  and  166 
water  drums  and  tanks  were  found  unprotected. 
Seven  collections  of  water,  containing  Aedes  larvae 
were  found. 

Forty-five  approved  type  w^ater  drums  were  sold  to 
dhow  owners. 

(ii)  Ships. 

All  ships  which  had  not  called  at  Mombasa  or  at 
Dar-es-Salaam  were  examined  for  mosquito  breeding 
places.  In  all  19  ships  were  inspected  and  found  free. 
No  adult  mosquitoes  were  seen. 

General. — In  addition  to  their  normal  work  Sanitary 
Inspectors  had  to  deal'  wfith  problems  arising  out  of  the 
war  such  as  camp  hygiene  and  food  storage. 

School  hygiene. — Medical  inspection  of  children 
attending  12  schools  was  carried  out  during  May,  June 
and  July.  One  tliousand  and  nine  out  of  2,232  pupils 
entered  on  the  rolls  w^  re  examined. 

The  general  health  of  the  children  was  reported  to 
be  good,  their  nutrition  show-ed  improvement  and  they 
appeared  to  have  become  more  mentally  alert.  Clean¬ 
liness  was  said  to  be  more  notic.able. 


There  was  a  decrease  in  diseases  of  the  skin,. 

Dental  cari.s  is  common.  A  reference  to  the  school 
dental  service  is  made  in  the  report  of  the  Dental 
Surgeon. 

Eye  diseas,  s  are  not  frequently  encountered. 

The  spleen  rate  varies  from  50%  in  children  examined 
in  the  Makunduchi  area  to  90%  in  those  examined  in 
the  Mangapwani  area. 

Varying  degrees  of  aneemia  due  to  ancylostomiasis 
are  frequently  observed. 

Inspections  of  Dole  and  Muyuni  Schools  and  of  the 
Arab  School  for  Girls  in  Zanzibar  and  of  the  Chake 
(Tiake  School  for  Girls  in  Pemba  were  carried  out  by 
either  a  Woman  Medical  Officer  or  by  a  Nursing  Sister. 

PORT  HEALTH  WORK  AND  ADMINISTRATION. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty -four  ships  and  1,156  dhows 
called  at  Zanzibar  and  were  boarded  for  inspection. 
Eight  thousand  and  sixty-three  immigrants  arrived 
and  11,994  emigrants  left.  All  immigrants  were 
medically  inspected  and  6,056  were  vaccinated: 
2,885  emigrants  were  vaccinated.  Four  ships  were 
claytonized  during  the  year.  Small-pox  which 
occurred  in  ships  entering  the  port  has  already  been 
referred  to.  Persons  suffering  from  trachoma  were 
prohibited  from  entering  the  Protectorate  under  the 
Immigration  Regulation  and  Restriction  Decree. 

Quarantine  Island. — The  East  African  Quarantine 
Station  was  maintained  during  the  year. 


REPORT  OF  DENTAL  SURGEON. 

More  attention  was  given  to  schools  than  has  been 
possible  since  the  beginning  of  the  w^ar. 

One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-two  school 
children  were  examined  and  treatment  was  given  to 
871.

General  remarks. — Five  cases  of  typhoid  fever  and 
two  of  paratyphoid  fever  were  confirmed  by  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination.  The  only  organisms  isolated  from 
cases  of  dysentery  were  Pact,  flexner  and  Bact.  sonne.
